A Lamonte y ou ng lad y figu red 
, as one of the principals in a su r­ 
prise wed d ing at Bellev ille, lil., 
y esterd ay . 
She is «a d au ghter of James Hol- 
m ann, and a few months ago there 
was a legal battle in the St. Lou is 
cou rts for the possession of her. 
Holmann and his wife are d i­ 
v orced and the mother took the 
d au ghter to her home in St. Lou is. 
M r. Holmann followed and in­ 
stitu ted su it in the cou rts there for 
the cu stod y of the girl, who at the 
time was not i8 y ears of age, and 
•he was giv en into his keeping. 
H e then took her to his home in 
Lamonte, and nothing farther was 
heard of her u ntil tod ay , when the 
St. Lou is Repu blic printed the 
follow ing: 


J . W . McClu re, 37 y ears old , of 
Richm ond , M o., and Miss Chry sta 
C. Holmann, 18 y ears old , of La­ 
monte, Mo., jou rney ed to Belle­ 
v ille, 111., y esterd ay to get mar­ 
ried , so that they cou ld keep the 
news of their wed d ing a secret. 
M r. McClu re and his fiancee, ac­ 
companied by two y ou ng lad ies 
and a man friend , arriv ed in Belle­ 
v ille at 6 p. m. 
They went d irect 
to the cou rt hou se, bu t fou nd the 
Boors locked . 
Then they tele­ 
phoned for Depu ty Cou nty Clerk 
Ernest Hilgard , who hastened u p 
town and opened the office and 
issu ed the marriage license after 
requ iring the cou ple to swear to 
their ages. 
“ A few moments later the cere­ 
mony was performed by Police 
M agistrate Carson, and after su p 
per the cou ple retu rned to St. 
Lou is. 
“ Before the cou ple gav e their 
names to the d epu ty cou nty clerk, 
they inqu ired if there was any way 
which the news of the issu ance of 
the marriage license cou ld be su p­ 
pressed . 
They were informed that 
there was none; that the license 
record was pu blic property . 
“ Mr. McClu re plead ed that the 
reporters forget the issu ance of the 
marriage license. 
‘You see, we 
came a long d istance,’ said Mr. 
McClu re, 4 n the hope that the 
newspapers wou ld not print the 
marriage license. 
Of coarse, we 
came here to be married , bu t we 
d o not w ant ou r friend s to know 
any thing abou t it.’ ’’

A Delegation Will Visit Jefferson City 
With a View to UaTiuif I t 
Amended.

The retail grocers of the state 
will make a determined effort to 
have the present garnishment law 
modified at the next session of the 
state iegislalure, says the St, Jo­ 
seph News. 
L, 
W . Blanke, of St. Louis, 
chairman of the legislative com­ 
mittee of the Missouri Retail Mer­ 
chants’ association, notified W , E. 
Sullivan, secretary, that 
he 
had 
called a meeting of the committee 
for the purpose of arranging a plan 
of action. 
I t is proposed to employ the best 
legal talent obtainable for the pur­ 
pose of drafting a bil! that will be 
satisfactory to the merchants and 
that will be valid. 
A special committee will also be 
appointed for the purpose of at­ 
tending the meeting of the legisla­ 
ture and urging the enactment of 
the new law. 
This committee will remain in 
Jefferson City until the bill has 
been given definite consideration, 
and the expenses of the members 
will be paid by the Merchants’ as­ 
sociation. 
A per capita tax of 35 cents has 
been levied on all members, and by 
the time the 
committee 
is ap­ 
pointed fully 
$1,500 will be on 
hand to defray its expenses. 
The 
retail merchants will ask that a 
garnishment of 
10 per 
cent of 
wages be allowed. 
The names of all candidates for 
the legislature throughout the state 
will be procured by Secretary S«l- 
livan, who will communicate with 
them in order to ascertain their 'po­ 
sition on the proposed law. 
Secretary Sullivan said: 
“ W e are trying to protect our­ 
selves against dead beats, and will 
have the co-opcration 
of 
nearly 
every 
retailer in the state. 
A t 
present retail merchants have no 
protection whatever, as the exemp­ 
tion law is a barrier against suc­ 
cessful suits.

RAILROAD RUMBLE 


Yardmen Make a DemancTtor 
Inct’eased Wages. 


SEVEN THOUSAND OP ’EM 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rions eionrces for Benefit of 
“ Democrat” Readers. 


Grand Master P. H. Morrissey, 
of the 
Brotherhood of Railw ay 
Trainmen, and Vice Grand Master 
W . G. Lee have arrived at C h i­ 
cago to look after the interests of 
the 7, 000 yardmen employed in the 
Chicago district, 
who have pre­ 
sented a demand to the railroads 
for an increase in wages of five 
cents an hour. 
The railroad offi­ 
cials have been notified 
that an 
answer is expected by next Friday. 
The action taken by the Chicago 
yardmen is said to be the first step 
in the movement which started in 
Kansas C ity last June, when the 
chairmen of the scale committee on 
all systems, representing both the 
Brotherhood of R ailw ay Trainmen 
and the Order of Railroad Con­ 
ductors, met in joint session and 
decided to demand a general in­ 
crease in wages for all members of 
both organizations. 
The question was submitted to a 
referendum vote of the member­ 
ship of both organizations and this 
vote is not all in yet.

The anthracite Cv->al strike coin- 
mission Monday 
in the

room of the interstate commei e 
commission, at Wasiiingtou, D. C ., 
held its first conference with tae 
parties to the controversy in the 
anthracite regions. 
There was a full representation 
of both operators and miners, and 
members of the press and a num­ 
ber of other interested parties were 


I present. 
The commission occupies 
the elevated seats generally filled 
by members of the interstate com 
merce commission, Judge Gray, aa 
president, occupying the center, 
and Messrs. Wright, Watkins and 
Clarke the seats to the right of him 
in the order named, while Gen, 
Wilson, 
Bishop 
Spaulding 
and 
Mr. Parker sat on the left in tJu 
order of their names. 
The proceedings covered about 
two hours’ time, and were given 
up entirely to a discussion of tiie 
time and 
method 
of proceeding 
with the 
proposed investigation 
The commission decided to be­ 
gin its work Thursday morning at 
9 o’clock, the first day of the in- 
vestigatiou 
to 
be 
devoted 
to a 
physical examination of the mines, 
and the homes of the miners, starl­ 
ing in the vicinity of Scranton, 
The entire anthracite field will be 
covered. 
There was considerable discus­ 
sion over a proposition made by 
the commission to have expert ac­ 
countants appointed to audit the 
statements of wages and classifica­ 
tion of miners to be made oy the 
ope-ators for the Uirc of the com- 
miSb’OD, but no result was reached 
on this point beyond the anuouncc- 
ment by the ch lirmaa of the com­ 
mission’s intention to appoint such 
an accountant In ca^e his services 
should be found necessary. 
During the progte*>s of the meet 
iog Mr. Mitchell, as the represent­ 
ative of the miners, pferen'.ed a 
copy of the original decl .ration of 
the miners, as formula e i by the 
Shamokin convention, as the basi 
of the

crease of 20 per cent in wages o 
those not engaged by the day; (2'

of

pounds; (4) a wage agreement be 
tween the operators and the miners 
for an adjustment of wages. 
Mt. Baer, on the part of the coa 
operators, took exception to Mr. 
Mitchell’s appearance before the 
commission as a representative o 
the mine workers’ union, but said 
that he had no objection to his 
presence as a representative of the 
strikers, as such, in their individua_ 
capacity. 
The commission made 
no attempt to settle the controversy, 
but it was made apparent that the 
recognition o i the miners’ union 
will be an important and knotty 
problem for the arbitrators.
